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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention relates to a connection control method for a mobile communication system. 

The prior art of record in combination or alone fails to teach or suggest these 
elements of independent claims 34 and 39 in combination with other elements. For 
example independent claim 34 has claim limitations such as storing information about 
the registration of a position of the satellite single mobile station in a satellite based 
memory according to the position registration from the satellite single mobile station, 
storing information about the registration of a position of the cellular mobile station in a 
cellular-based memory according to the position registration from the cellular mobile 
station, sending an invalid signal for invalidating the information about the position 
registration of the cellular mobile station, which is stored in the cellular-based memory, 
to the ground-based system when the position registration is performed by the satellite 
single mobile station, and sending a valid signal for validating the information about the 
position registration of the cellular mobile station in the cellular-based memory, which is 
invalidated by the invalid signal, to the ground based system when the position 
registration is released from the satellite single mobile station. Independent claim 39 
has claim limitations such as storing information about the registration of a position of a 
satellite single mobile station in a satellite based memory according to the position 
registration from the satellite single mobile station, storing information about the 
registration of a position of the cellular mobile station in a cellular-based memory 
according to the position registration from the cellular mobile station, sending an invalid 
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signal for invalidating the information about the position registration of the satellite single 
mobile station, which has been stored in the satellite based memory, to the satellite- 
based system when the position registration is performed by the cellular mobile station, 
and sending a valid signal for validating the information about the position registration of 
the satellite single mobile station in the satellite-based memory, which has been 
invalidated by the invalid signal, to the satellite-based system when the position 
registration is released from the cellular mobile station. For the above reasons 
independent claims 34, 39 and their dependent claims 35-38, 40-43 are allowable. 
2. Claims 34-43 (now renumbered 1-10) are allowed.
